Each month we follow the field closely on the status of___ 
security work by analyzing the backlog of pending active cases and 
delinquency in espionage, internal security, security matter, foreign 
intelligence and racial matters cases in classifications 65, 100, 105 
and 157. Status of these cases as of November 30, 1966, is set forth below. 

In November, 1966, there was a decrease in pending active 
matters in the field in classifications 65, 100, and 105 from 19,675 
to 19,46z. Delinquency matters decreased from 1,1^0 to l,U8U. The 
percentage of delinquent matters decreased from 6.1 per cent to 5.5 per 

cent. * -’-■■■ - 4 

During the same month, pending active matters in the 157 
classification increased from 5,217 to 5,295 while delinquent matters 
decreased from 328 to 292. The field-wide delinquency in this 
classification decreased from 6.3 per cent to 5.3 per cent. 

Letters are being sent to the offices indicated by asterisks 
on pages 4 and 5 herein, commenting on their delinquency and pointing

In December. 1966. there was a dprrpasp -J-n ppnH-fpg pr five 
matters in the field in classifications 65, 100, and 105 from 19,462 to 
19,308. Delinquent matters increased from 1,080 to 1,352. The percentage 
of delinquent matters increased from 5.5 per cent to 7.0 per cent. 

During the s am e month, pending active matters in the 157 ^ 

classification decreased from 5,295 to 5,107 while delinquent matters 
increased from 292 to 421. The field-wide delinquency in this classifi- 
cation increased from 5.3 per cent to 8.2 per_cent.

The December, 1966, administrative reports for all offices indicate 
that the total pending active matters in classifications 65, 100, and 105 
decreased from 19,462 to 19,308. Delinquent items increased from 1,080 to 
1 352. The percentage of delinquent items increased from 5.5 per cent to 
7 !o per cent. These same reports disclose that in the 157 classification 
total pending active matters decreased from 5,295 to 5,107; delinquency 
increased from 292 to 421; and the percentage of delinquency increased from 
5.3 per cent to 8.2 per cent. ;

Each month we follow the field closely on the status of security 
work by analyzing the backlog of pending active cases and delinquency in 
espionage, internal security, security matter, foreign intelligence and 
racial matters cases in classifications 65, 100, 105 and 157. Status of 
these cases as of January 31, 1967, is set forth below. 



In January, 1967, there was an increase in pending active 
setters in the field in classifications bo, 100, and 105 -from 19,308 
to 19,418. Delinquent matters decreased from 1,352 to 1/129. _ The 
percentage of delinquent matters decreased from 7.0 per cent to 5.8 

per cent. o "

During the same month, pending active matters in the 157 
classification decreased from 5,107 to 5,094 while delinquent, matters 
decreased from 421 to 294. The field-wide delinquency in this 
classification decreased from 8.2 per cent to 5.8 per cent.

Organizational reports in internal security 
natters are uniformly reviewed at the Bureau to determine 
if the persons named therein as being affiliated with subversive 
movements are the subjects of security investigations. This 
review applied to both reports dealing with basic revolutionary 
organizations and front organizations. 

From this review, it has been observed that in some 
instances the field is not taking prompt action to open for 
investigation some cases in which there are allegations of 
current membership or activity in a basic revolutionary 
organization or active participation or leadership in front 
groups on the individual's part. While steps have been taken 
in individual cases to insure that such is done by the field, 
it is deemed advisable to again draw the field's attention 
to the importance of conducting investigations promptly in 
such instances.

In February , 1967, there was an increase in Dending f»cMv'e f 
matters in Lae field in classifications 65, 100, and 105 from 19,418 
to 20,356. Delinquent matters increased from 1,129 to 1,450. The 
percentage of delinquent matters increased from 5.8 per cent to 7.1 per cent 

During the same month, pending active matters in the 157 
classification decreased from 5,094 to 4,976 while delinquent matters 
increased from 294 to 322. The field-wide delinquency in this classi- 
fication increased from 5.8 per cent to 6.5 per cent.

The February, 1967, administrative reports for all offices 
indicate that the total pending active matters in classifications 65, 

100, and 105 increased from 19,418 to 20,356. Delinquent items increased 
from 1,129 to 1,450. The percentage of delinquent items increased from 
5.8 per cent to 7.1 per cent. These same reports disclose that in the 
157 classification total pending active matters decreased from 5,094 to 
4,976; delinquency increased from 294 to 322; and the percentage of 
delinquency increased from 5.8*per cent to 6.5 per cent.

Instructions are contained in the above manual references 
calling for statements to be included in cover pages of Communist 
Party quaneriy reports ana certain other organizational reports 
to the effect that all persons named therein as members of the 
organization and who reside within the area covered by the reporting 
office are listed in the Security Index or are informants or sources 
with the exception of those listed. In subversive front organization 
reports and certain other miscellaneous organizations this rule

These same reports disclose that in the 
157 classification total pending active matters decreased from 4,976 
to 4,710; delinquency decreased from 322 to 274; and the percentage of 
delinquency decreased from 6.5 per cent to 5.8 per cent.

The April, 1967 , administrative reports for all offices 
indicate that the total pending active matters in classifications 65, 

100 and 105 increased from 21,636 to/21,736. Delinquent items increased 
from 1,371 to 1,462. The percentage of delinquent items increased from 
6.3 per cent to 6.7 per cent. These same reports disclose that in the 
157 classification total pending active matters decreased from 4,710 
to 4,596; delinquency increased from 274 to 311; and the percentage of 
delinquency increased from 5.8Vper cent to 6.8 per cent.

The June, 1967, administrative reports for all offices 
indicate that the total pending active matters in classifications 65, 

So and 105 increased from 21,728 to 21,779. Delinquent ^ems decreased 
from 1 357 to 1,300. The percentage of delinquent items decrease 
fiTper cent to 6.0 per cent. These same reports disclose that in the 
157 classification total pending active matters decreased from 4,613 
to 4,410; delinquency decreased from 263 to 246; and the percentage 
of delinquency decreased from 5.7 per cent to 5.6 per cent.
